Simmonds lending Dr. Garden the Book, and Dr. Gau- 
aex's tranſcribing it, and ſo returning it to Mr. $i”- 
monds again, and that Mr. 21arryet ſtood by, heard 
the debate, arid did juſtifie Dr. aeritoz's Conqueſt of 
Dr. Walker. And what ſays my Adverſary- to this ? 
Why here he-claps his Wings and Crows, and ſays, 
I have committed two Miſtakes, that the Diſcourſe was 
not at dinner but after dinner, and that Dr. aeriton 
began the diſcourſe with Dr. wa/ker, and not Dr. Wal- 
ker with Dr. criton, and by theſe two:'things he 
vainly fancies he has invalidated the whole Teſtt- 
mony: Now ſuppoſe I did miſtake as to theſis two 
petty Circumſtances, which I am pretty well afſur'd 
I did not, for Dr. Meritor told the ſtory as occaſioned 
by meeting together at my Lord Mayors dinner, and 
did n:t as tar as I can remember deſcend to ſuch Mi- 
nute particulars. Pray good Reader, What is this to 
the ſtory it ſelf; namely, The atlirming he did fo ft- 
lence Dr. Walker, that he had not a Word to ſay for 
himſelf? Which is ſo true, and will be upon juſt 
occaſion atteſted by others as well as my ſelf, thar 1 
do here in the tace of the World, challenge Dr. 24e- 
7iton, or Mr. Marryot, to deny-one ſyllable of the ſub-

Remon rance,or falle Story to be found in prinr, 
and to be communicated to this preſent Age, and nei- 
ther Friend nor Enemy, if they write any thing 1n be- 
half of the great King ought to be believed, if he may 
have his Will, and let what Acts of Parliament be 
quoted for the Juſtification of that Prince, yet he ſtill 
was a Tyrant, and a Man neither of Honour nor Re- 
ligion: Bur to my main deſign, in which I promiſe 
to be very ſhort. 

Firſt Reader, I muſt deſire thee to take Notice, That 1 
have Dedicated my Second Defence to the Arch Bi- 
ſhops, Biſhops, Nobility, Gentry, Clergy and Com-

can give but little heed to, and I will be fo hardy as 
to tell the World, that I will believe the Aﬀertions of 
King Charles T. before Twenty Committees of thoſe 
days, conſidering the deſigns then on foot, and the re- 
ſolations to carry them on ; and I muſt confeſs, ever 
ſince I read Fhztes Centuries, the Witneſſes received, 
and the ruine of ſo many Families upon ſuch Teſtimo- 
nies, I have had but a very ſlender Value for what 
was printed from thoſe Committees ; let this man an- 
{wer what the King ſays upon this Account in his own 
Defence, and what the Officers of the Army ſay in 
their Petition in their behalf, and then he will a& like 
a clear Anſwerer, and deſerve a further Conſideration, 

Another thing I Charge this modeſt and manner!y 
Gentleman withal, is his falſe Account he gives in his 
former Libel of the Rabble running down to we/tmin- 
ſer in a riotous and tumultuous manner, who he ſays 
went only armed with Petitions in their hands in a 
peaceable way, as to which I tell him, and that truly, 
that he contradiQs all the Hiſtorians'of that Age, and 
that they were ſo far from ſuch a decent Carriage as 
he aſſerts, that they with Clubs and Staves in their 
hands, cryed out tizy would have no Groom-Porters- 
Lodge at Whitehall, but would ſpeak with the King 
himſelf when they pleaſed, that they beſer the Houle 
of Lords door, and cryed FTnftice, Juſtice, that they 
broke the Organ, and tore the Veſtments of th: Church 
of weftminſter in pieces, threw ſtones at the Biſhops, 
and endangered the Biſhop of Dnrham's Life: And 
what ſays he to theſe things in his Reply ? Why tru- 
ly not one Word, but till fillily and againſt all Truth, 
wou!d make the World believe the King was not at all 
affronted, and had no Reaſon to leave 747tehal}, which 


he muſt be a great Stranger to Matters of Fact, that 
gives. 
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gives any Credit to ſuch bold Afertions; and I am 
lure this man, . in this particular, if any man believe 
him, muit be beholden to his blind Credulity, and not 
to his Skill in Hiſtory, | 

Another thing I call this man to Account for, is his 
bold aflerting the Kings burning by the Hang-man, his 
own Pacification with the Scors when he came to Loz- 
don, which I refute by a Paſſage cut of Bilhop Burners 
Memoirs of the two Hamilrons ; it 1s true, the Figures 
are miſtaken, but the Story is truly related as it 15 in 
that Biſhops Book, but to convince the World of the 
Malice, as well as Falſeneſs of this Reflection, I ſhall 
preſent them with a greater Authority than the Bi- 
ſhops, and that is an Act of State againſt the Scots con- 
cerning a ſcandalous Paper diſperſed by them, which 
the Reader may find at large in the Council Table- 
Book. 
On Sunday the Fourth of 4#en# 1639. His Maje- 
ſy being in Council, was pleaſed to acquaint the
